School board approves 
move for “nickel tax” 

The Lee County School Board Tuesday night agreed to start the process of seeking the so- 
called “recallable nickel tax” to pay for future construction needs including the second phase 
of the renovation of Southside Elementary. 

Also, the board heard from the architect that he and the construction manager believe they 
can have the first phase of the renovation completed by April of 2015 instead of August of 
that year. 

Superintendent James Evans, Jr., told the board that the state Department of Education had 
told him the district could pursue the nickel. 

He said that after board approval the process of advertising the intent to pursue the nickel 
and having public meetings could begin. 

The nickel tax, if approved, would allow the district to increase its bonding potential well 
beyond what it now has. It would give the district the $6.7 million it needs to complete the 
Southside project, and would leave more money for improvements to the high school/middle 
school building. 

The board had wanted to pursue the nickel tax last fall, but opposition arose, which would 
have led to a vote. The school board would have had to pay for that, which was estimated to 
cost $25,000. 

By having the issue raised this year, if a vote is required, it can be on the November ballot 
without any cost to the district.

Council wants to 
give mayor a raise 

The Beattyville City Council Monday night gave first reading to a proposal that would 
increase the mayor’s annual salary from $6,000 to $10,000. 

Mayor John Smith had told the council last month that during a county election year they 
must decide if they want to do anything with council and mayor salaries. He said it would 
be on this month’s agenda. 

When the subject came up Monday, Council Member Charlotte Hogan said that the council 
salaries ($3,000 a year) should remain as they are. 

Council Member Teresa Mays said she did not know when the mayor’s salary had last changed 
(she was told it was 2006), but that Smith worked almost full time as mayor and deserved a 
raise. 

She proposed that his annual salary be increased to $10,000. 

A vote was held and Mays along with Council Member Sam Cockerham voted yes. (Two 
council members, Richard Adams and Mitch Cornelius were absent from the meeting.) 

Smith then asked for individual votes. Cockerham said yes; Stephen Begley (seemingly 
with reluctance) voted yes; Mays voted yes; and Hogan voted no. 

The second reading to the proposal would be at next month’s regular council meeting. 

Also during Monday night’s meeting, Lee County Tourism and Economic Director Dedra 
Brandenburg asked the council for some financial assistance in replacing the LED sign in 
front of the Tourism caboose. 

She said the best price for a larger, and more readable sign is $26,000. The Tourism Com¬ 
mission would pay $13,000 and the Chamber of Commerce the other $13,000. However, 
Brandenburg said that both of those groups could use some held, and so asked if the city 
would consider contributing possibly a fourth of the total. 

Mayor Smith said that the city could help some now, maybe $3,000 and another $3,000 
in April after revenues increase. 

The council agreed to that arrangement. 

Also, the council approved a 20-year franchise agreement with Kentucky Utilities. In ex¬ 
change, the utility pays the city three percent of its gross receipts from the community. 

The last agreement was signed in 1994. Last year, the city received $27,880 from KU. It 
also received $7,312 from Delta Natural Gas.

SOAR robs Peter 
to pay Paul 

Lee County’s need to complete its homeless shelter is in jeopardy because the recently 
formed SOAR (Shaping Our Appalachian Region) initiative is going to use coal severance 
fund intended for such projects. 

According to Mike Miller, executive director of the Kentucky River Area Development 
District, the governor’s proposed budget for SOAR includes $4 million from the Local 
Government Economic Development Fund single county allocations. The money will be 
moved from the coal counties to a new Regional Strategic Development Fund. 

Miller said it would take money that counties use to match with other funds for specific 
kinds of projects. 

When asked if it’s a case of robbing Peter to pay Paul, Miller said that is exactly what 

it is. 

Lee County Judge/Executive Steve Mays said Tuesday that he was unaware of that 
change. 

“Right now we aren’t getting any coal money,” Mays said, but I’ve heard that a mine 
will be opening soon in the county. 

“We use that money for building projects, such as the homeless shelter and county road 
equipment. We also use some for our fire departments, and to improve our parks.” 

He said there is an aspect to SOAR that he especially likes, and that is increased funding 
for broadband services. 

Mays said the governor has promised to have the service available to all Kentucky 
homes and businesses. 

However, taking the money away from counties for projects causes him concern. 

“They’re picking the money off the top (of coal severance funds), and spending it on 
things like Rupp Arena. And now, they’re doing this.” 

The governor’s proposed budget for SOAR includes $400,000 from multi-county coal 
severance money. It is to be used for administrative costs such as salaries and expenses. 

Then there is the $4 million for single county coal severance funds to go to the regional 
fund. 

High speed broadband would get $60 million for state General Fund bonds; $20 mil¬ 
lion from federal funds; and $20 million from private sources. (Private telecommunication 
companies, such as AT&T, are already spending large sums to expand fiber cable in Lee 
and other counties.) 

The governor proposes to increase coal county college scholarship funding from $1 mil¬ 
lion to $2 million. The budget does not show where the extra money will come from. 

Finally, the governor says that coal counties will have more flexibility in their coal sev¬ 
erance monies. He said he intends to increase the Local Government Economic Assistance 
Fund allocation from 15 percent to 17.5 percent for each coal county. 

Beattyville - Get 
bigger or stay dry 

Committee approval of a Kentucky House bill last week effectively kills any chance of Be¬ 
attyville being able to hold a local option alcohol vote unless it increases in population. 

The House Committee on Local Governments last Wednesday unanimously approved 
HB 331, known as the city classification legislation. 

The bill reduces the number of classifications of Kentucky cities from six to two. 

Presently cities are classified by population: 100,000 or more is a first class city; 20,000 
to 99,999 is second class; 8,000 to 19,999 is third class; 3,000 to 7,999 is fourth class; 1,000 
to 2,999 is fifth class; and less than 1,000 is sixth class. 

The two new classifications are based on the form of government being used. 

However, the legislation still does not allow those cities that are presently fifth (as is 
Beattyville) or sixth to regulate the sale of alcoholic beverages. 

In order for Beattyville to hold a local option election it must increase its population. 

That might happen. 

Beattyville City Council Member Sam Cockerham shared information Monday night 
with his fellow council members about annexation. 

If Beattyville were to annex enough property that its population would exceed 3,000 it 
could hold such a vote. 

The last time Lee County held a local option election the dry forces won in virtually every 
precinct. Two of the three Beattyville precincts did vote for legal sales. 

Another vote could be held in the county now because it has been over three years since 
that last vote.

Cyber-Security vital to 
protecting Kentuckians 
in the digital age 


LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

Is there any govern¬ 
ment service at the state 
or local level that you 
consider to be more es¬ 
sential than 911? Police, 
fire and emergency medi¬ 
cal responders are truly 
the front line that protects 
our citizens. Unfortunately, 
there is an emergency for 
our 911 services. The fund¬ 
ing stream that provides 
911 is severely outdated, 
and the resources local 
governments have to fund 
this core service are on a 
fast decline. Lawmakers 
must answer this call for 
reform. 

911 services are funded 
primarily through landline 
and cell phone fees. As 
more Kentuckians phase 
out landline use, 911 fund¬ 
ing has taken a sharp 
decline. Statewide, land¬ 
line fees that support 911 
services have decreased by 
more than 45 percent in 
the last ten years. 

In addition, the 70 cent 
fee on wireless phones has 
not changed since 1998. 
A 2011 study reported 
that Americans typically 
upgrade their cell pones 
every two years or so. 
By those standards, many 
people have gone through 
eight cell phones since the 
last time the fee changed. 

To make up for this 
shortfall, Hopkinsville 
supplemented 911 services 
with approximately 

$664,000 in general 
funds in FY 2013. In ad¬ 
dition, your local govern¬ 
ment tax dollars provided 
building space, utilities, 
administrative oversight 
and many other in-kind 
services to help replace 
funds lost because of the 
decline in landlines and 
lack of adequate wireless 
fees. We keep filling the 
gap with local tax dollars, 
but it’s no secret, much 
like the state, local budgets 
are strapped. 

Across the state, local 
governments are funding 
about 40 percent of the 
cost of 911 services from 
general funds. Fees on cell 
phones only account for 
23 percent of 911 funding. 
Your local tax dollars are 
paying more than twice as 
much as cell phone users 
for this service. 

It’s important to note that 
cell phone users account 
for 70 percent of 911 calls. 
In more urban areas, cell 
phones account for about 
80 percent of calls. 911 is 
a service for everyone, and 
right now it’s being paid 
for by only a few. 

To remedy this situation, 


cities, counties, 911 ad¬ 
ministrators and several 
public safety groups are 
asking lawmakers to sup¬ 
port House Bill 391. The 
bill will help address the 
911 funding shortfall and 
update the funding stream 
to ensure all users pay their 
fair share. 

House Bill 391 will increase 
the wireless fee from the 
1998 rate of 70 cents per 
month to a $1. According to 
the Consumer Price Index, 
70 cents in 1998 would 
equal $1 in 2013. 

House Bill 391 will also 
end a major disparity 
between pre-and-postpaid 
cell phones. Approximately 
22 percent of all cell phone 
users are prepaid. This is 
the fastest growing seg¬ 
ment of cell phone users. 
However, prepaid phones 
only account for 10 per¬ 
cent of total wireless 911 
revenue. This disparity has 
cost local taxpayers $21 
million since 2006. It’s 
time we fixed this gap. 

The bill clearly states that 
911 landline funding may 
only be spent on 911 ser¬ 
vices, as it is already set 
forth for wireless devices. 
In addition, it establishes a 
Next Generation fund that 
will help 911 services keep 
pace with new technolo¬ 
gies. Finally, House Bill 391 
encourages regionalization 
and consolidation of lo¬ 
cal 911 answering points 
through grant funding. 
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Mayor on HB 3Q1 

This bill will not provide 
a windfall of new 911 rev¬ 
enue. It recaptures the 911 
revenues that were lost 
due to the decline in land¬ 
lines. It simply aligns 911 
user fees with modem day 
use and makes some com¬ 
mon-sense reforms to bring 
our systems current with 
today’s technologies. 
Please ask your lawmakers 
to answer this call for action 
and save Kentucky 911, one 
of our most core govern¬ 
ment services, by support¬ 
ing House Bill39i.

There once was a time 
in Kentucky where fam¬ 
ily dinners were constantly 
interrupted by aggressive 
telemarketers. Families 
couldn’t get more than a few 
moments of peace on week¬ 
ends and evenings from 
the continuous barrage of 
unwanted and aggravating 
sales pitches coming over 
the phone. 

I was Kentucky’s Attorney 
General then and I decided 
to do something about it. 
We built a broad biparti¬ 
san consensus and imple¬ 
mented the No-Call List, 
guaranteeing Kentuckians 
the right to not be bothered 
by telemarketers. We fought 
for legislation to restrict the 
practice and the result has 
been nearly two decades of 
quieter evenings at home. 

I made that fight because 
protecting families from the 
scourge of telemarketers 
was an important public 
protection measure of that 
time. In our digital age, 
cyber security and breach 
notifications represent the 
new frontier of public pro¬ 
tection. 

Concerned about the 
personal and private infor¬ 
mation your retailer collects 
on you? The data collected 
in your interaction with 
government at every level 
ought to concern you even 
more. 

Consider that nearly all 
governments have your 
name, birth date and Social 
Security numbers. As you 
file taxes your bank account 
numbers and business iden¬ 
tification numbers are re¬ 
corded. If you use a credit 
card to pay for your vehicle 
registration or rent a cabin at 
a state park, those numbers 
are collected. Public schools 
and health departments also 
are enormous collectors of 
private information, from 
your children’s allergies to 
personal health records. 
The list literally goes on and 
on, building the case that 
governments are far and 
away the largest collectors 
of private information. 

For the really bad news, 
hackers are trying to steal 
that information everyday. 
In 2009 in Bullitt County, 
Ukrainian hackers stole 
$400,000 from the county’s 
bank account. In 2012, 
state government inadver¬ 
tently posted on its public 
website the Social Security 
and home phone numbers, 
as well as the birth dates 
of a couple hundred Ken¬ 
tucky employees. In 2012, 


the state of South Carolina 
lost nearly every citizen’s 
personal and corporate in¬ 
come tax filings to Russian 
hackers. What would have 
cost $12,000 to prevent has 
now cost South Carolinians 
more than $30 million to 
clean up. 

I’m strongly supportive 
of the good work my friend 
State Auditor Adam Edelen 
is doing, particularly his 
focus on cyber security. His 
common-sense approach to 
strengthening cyber protec¬ 
tions for every Kentuckian 
is represented in House 
Bill 5 - 

House Bill 5 is sim¬ 
ply based on the premise 
that governments ought to 
strengthen the protections 
for your personal and pri¬ 
vate information and that 
when they lose that infor¬ 
mation through a breach, 
governments ought to be 
obligated to inform you. 

House Bill 5 enjoys the 
support of more than 30 
organizations represent¬ 
ing everyone from senior 
citizens and business lead¬ 
ers to county and city gov¬ 
ernments. The libertarian 
Bluegrass Institute calls it 
a “no-brainer.” That broad 
coalition is also reflected 
in the state House where 
it passed 99-1, with 79 co¬ 
sponsors (43 Democrats 
and 36 Republicans). 

The bill appears to be sty¬ 
mied in the state Senate with 
both the majority leader 
and the relevant committee 
chairman acknowledging 
that politics plays a role in 
determining whether House 
Bill 5 will get a vote. 

That’s unfortunate. State 
Auditor Adam Edelen and 
Representatives Denny But¬ 
ler, Democrat of Louisville, 
and Sal Santoro, Republican 
of Florence, have worked 
hard to advance this mea¬ 
sure in a bipartisan manner. 
More importantly, Kentuck¬ 
ians deserve the same cyber 
protections that citizens in 
46 other states enjoy. 

We fought politics-as-usual 
to protect Kentuckians from 
intrusions into their privacy 
before. Let’s not miss this 
opportunity to do it again 
in the digital age.

Work in House Picks 
Up Ahead of Anticipated 

Debate on Budget Bill 

We are moving into the 
final few weeks for the 2014 
Regular Session. Although 
the winter weather played 
havoc on the legislative 
schedule this past week, 
forcing cancellation of leg¬ 
islative action on Monday, 
the House still dealt with 
several bills. 

One of the bills that has 
generated the most atten¬ 
tion thus far this session 
is House Bill 70, which 
seeks to restore the voting 
rights for people convicted 
of some felonies who have 
completed all other require¬ 
ments of their sentence. 
The House passed the bill 
a few weeks ago, which 
also passed the Senate, but 
with a committee substitute 
that made various changes 
including instituting a five- 
year waiting period. 

The House voted to not 
concur with the Senate 
changes, meaning HB 70 
will go to a conference com¬ 
mittee made up of House 
and Senate members in an 
attempt to hammer out an 
agreement. 

Legislation that would 
allow Kentuckians who are 
prescribed various medica¬ 
tions to receive them the 
same day of each month 
passed out of a House com¬ 
mittee. House Bill 395 
allows for the synchroniza¬ 
tion of prescriptions so pa¬ 
tients who now receive their 
refills at various times each 
month could instead get 
them all on one set day. 

This week also marked 
the end of filing new bills 
with the deadline in the 
House passing on Tuesday 
and in the Senate on Thurs¬ 
day. In total more than 580 
bills were filed in the House, 
and nearly 200 in the Sen¬ 
ate. The majority of these 


Approval was given to a 
resolution to be sent to the 
federal Rural Development 
agency requesting funding for 
a new sewage pump station in 
West Beattyville.

A 
small loan of $35,853 is for 
an emergency generator for 
the water plant. The other, for 
almost $200,000, is for the 
first phase of the Streetscape 
Project and the purchase of 
City Hall. 


bills will more than likely 
not become law before the 
scheduled end of the ses¬ 
sion next month, but some 
of them could be debated in 
the interim and come back 
up for consideration for the 
next session in January. 

One bill that is expected 
to come up next week is the 
proposed two-year budget 
for the Commonwealth. 
There has been much de¬ 
bate about the next budget, 
given the continued eco¬ 
nomic doldrums Kentucky 
remains in, which equates 
to less revenue for the Com¬ 
monwealth. When the Gov¬ 
ernor proposed the budget 
to the General Assembly 
nearly eight weeks ago, it 
included nearly $2 billion 
in new debt and continued 
budget cuts to state agen¬ 
cies and our public univer¬ 
sities. 

While it remains to be 
seen what the budget bill 
will look like when it reach¬ 
es the House floor, it is my 
hope that it does not place a 
massive amount of debt on 
you the taxpayer. We need 
to examine ways to become 
more fiscally responsible 
and explore ways to grow 
jobs in Kentucky, which is 
the best way to fund our 
schools and state services.

A review of the city’s fi¬ 
nances shows that the General 
Fund, though slightly down in 
February, remains in the black 
by $148,740. 

Garbage also is in the black. 
It is $16,139 to the good. 

Sewer is in the red by $708, 
and Water is also in the red, 
at the end of February by

SHEDDING SOME LIGHT ON LASER SURGERY 


There are two main types 
of laser vision-correction 
surgery that reshape the cornea 
and correct nearsightedness, 
farsightedness, and 
astigmatism. Traditional 
LASIK involves cutting a flap 
on the corena’s surface and 
utilizing a laser to reshape the 
underlying cornea.

The architect for the proj¬ 
ect told the board that the 
August 2015 time frame for 
completion of Phase 1 would 
not be good for the school.

of state funding for school 
districts. 

Also, Owens said that a 
group of legislators are trying 
to do away with the Common 
Core curriculum. He asked 
what the principals in atten¬ 
dance thought about that. 

All of the four teachers 
agreed that the curriculum 
is difficult, but to throw it 
out is not a good idea. They 
said that it gives consistency 
throughout the 48 states that 
have adopted it. 

However, they said there 
are problems with Common 
Core.
